SALT LAKE CITY (R) — Dr. Barney Clark, the world's first ' 
recipient of a permanent artificial heart, was rushed back into 
surgery Tuesday after his blood pressure suddenly dropped. Doc- 
tors at the University of Utah Medical Centre said the cause 
appeared related to ‘'improper valve function" possibly caused by 
a blood clot or tissue overgrowth on one of the mechanical heart’s 
valves. They said that, in consultation with Dr. Clark’s family, the 
61 -year-old retired dentist had been returned to the operating 
theatre and corrective surgery was still in progress.

In near-freezing tem- 
peratures, firemen rushed around Montreal rescuing people str- 
anded in lifts, and commuters had to be evacuated from the 
underground railway system after trains, using emergency gen- 
erators, crawled into stations.

region." 


Kuwaiti parliament 
to debate proposed 
law amendments 


KUWAIT ( R) — The Kuwait Nat- 
ional Assembly decided Tuesday 
to debate government-proposed 
constitutional amendments, inc- 
luding one which empowers the 
Gulf country's ruler to declare 
martial law. The vote was 37 for 
and 27 against, with two members 
absent. The assembly, the only 
elected parliament in the Gult 1 
will debate the amendments in the 
next two or three weeks after a 
preliminary study by its legislative 
committee. The government pro- 
posed to amend the 1962 con- 
stitution on Nov. 30, saying the 
changes were needed to reflect 
developments in the country but 
were not intended to erode the 
authority of parliament. 

Begin shaves off 
his beard 

'TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Manachem Begin shaved 
off his beard of mourning Tuesday 
and prepared to resume public life 
following his wife’s death. “ A new 
era is starting for Mr. Begin,” one 
of his aides said. "He has ove- 
rcome the blow and is more det- 
ermined than ever.” Apdn from a 
brief appearance in the Knesset 
(parliament), Mr. Begin. 69, has 
not ventured beyond borne and his 
office since the burial of his wife. 
Aliza, last month. Following Jew- 
ish custom, he did not shave dur- 
ing “shloshim”, the traditional 30 
days of mourning which ended 
Tuesday. A barber removed Mr. 
Begin’ s" grey-flecked beard. His 
first public appearance will be to 
give a speech to the World Zionist 
Conference in Jerusalem on Thu- 1 
rsday. Mr. Begin has weathered 
heart attacks, a stroke and a heavy 
fall which for a year limited him to 
.walking with a crutch. 

>S. Arabia reminds 
foreigners to respect 
Islamic rules 

BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia 
reminded foreigners Tuesday to 
respect its Islamic rules of social 
behaviour while in the country or 
risk severe, unspecified pun- 
ishment. The Interior Ministry 
warning, carried by the official 
Saudi press agency, appeared to 
be linked to the much-publicised 
recent inquest in England into the 
'death of British nurse Helen 
Smith at an illegal drinking party- 
in Jeddah in 1979. The story has' 
never appeared in the Saudi 
media. Thousands of foreigners of 
all races and religions work in 
Saudi Arabia, which is spending 
'billions of dollars on development 
projects. Hie ministry said the 
Koran was Saudi Arabia's con- 
stitution and under it import, 
manufacture or sale of alcohol or 
drugs of any kind were forbidden. 
■^Offenders or those who concealed 
'violations of the rules would be 
punished without any dis- 
crimination, the ministry said. 


Jordan, PLO 

to go it together

AMMAN — A press statement issued here 
Tuesday following two days of meetings held 
by the Higher Jordanian-Palestinian Com- 
mittee said that joint political moves to reg- 
ain Arab and Palestinian rights would be 
continued. 


The statement said that "The 
Jordanian side, beaded by Prime 
Minister Mudar Badran, and the 
Palestinian side, headed by Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat,' 
in the light of a mutual concept of 
a special and distinctive rel- 
ationship linking Jordan and a 
Palestine liberated from occ- 
upation, have agreed to continue 
joint political moves at all levels.” 
The statement added that such 
joint political action is “based on 
commitment to the Fez Arab 
summit resolutions” and comes 
“within the framework of joint 
Arab action.” __ 


Tbe statement pointed out that 
agreement on continued joint pol- 
itical action had been agreed upon 
in the light of “the realisation of 
the Jordanian and Palestinian 
sides of the requirements of the 
present phase through which the 
Palestine cause is passing and tbe 
complications inherent in this 
phase.” 

The statement pointed out that 
the two sides had agreed on joint 
political action out of their “com- 
mitment to save the occupied Pal- 
estinian land and achieve the ina- 
lienable national rights of the Pal- 
estinian people over this land”. 

The statement added that the 


agreement of continued joint act- 
ion had also been reached in the 
light of “awareness of the his- 
torical and pan-Arab dimensions 
and considerations of interest 
which cause the Jordanian and 
Palestinian peoples to be directly 
affected by continued Zionist agg- 
ression on the Palestinian people 
and their narional homeland.” 

It pointed out that the two sides 
of the committee had arrived at 
tbe agreement” as a result of con- 
centrated discussions that have 
taken place during successive 
meetings following the meeting 
between His Majesty King Hus- 
sein and PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat on Oct. 10.” 

Tbe statement said that the two 
sides have agreed that “the joint 
committee will continue its work 
discussing bilateral relations and 
political developments that may 
occur.”

Gibraltar gates to open 


GIBRALTAR (R) —Gates bar- 
ring passage between Spain and 
Gibraltar were expected to open 
at midnight Tuesday and Britain 
said it would not impose any res- 
trictions on movement. 

The governor of the British col- 
ony. Adm. Sir David William, rej- 
ected a call by Gibraltar's gov- 
ernment for the gates on the Bri- 
tish side to be shut for four hours 
during the night as they had been 
during the last 13 years of Spanish 
blockade. 

In a statement issued Tuesday 
night, the governor said: “The 
British government has con- 
cluded, having regard- to their obj- 
ective of obtaining the full rem- 


oval of restrictions and the need to 
ensure that Gibraltar's case is pre- 
sented in the best possible way to 
world opinion, that there should 
be no barriers on the Gibraltar 
side of the frontier which would 
inhibit movement through and 
from Spain." 


Mubarak to visit 
Japan next April 

TOKYO (R) — Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak will visit 
Japan early next April at the inv- 
itation of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. Foreign Minister Shi- 
ntaro Abe said Tuesday. 


Britain to strengthen armed 
forces says defence minister 


LONDON (R) — Britain will str- 
engthen its armed forces, making 
them more flexible, mobile and 
battle-ready because of lessons 
learned in the Falklands conflict. 
Defence Minister John Nott ann- 
ounced Tuesday. 

Announcing a one- 
billion -sterling (S1.6-biIlion) spe- 
nding package in parliament, Mr. ■ 
Nott said Britain would buy sly 
long-range, air-refuelling tankers, 
more jet fighters, battlefield hel- 
icopters and missiles. 

He also said four frigates due to 
be mothballed would now be kept 
at sea and plans to sack thousands 
of sailors and civilian navy shore 
personnel would be revised. 

All the aircraft, helicopters and 
ships lost in the Falklands would 
be replaced, he said. 

But the minister, who has said 
he will quit politics shortly, did not 
announce any major reversal of 


government plans to make bigeuts 
■ in the surface fleet in the next dec- 
ade. 

In a special statement analysing 
the lessons of the Falklands con- 
flict. which Mr. Non presented to 
parliament, the Conservative gov- 
ernment said: “The campaign 
confirmed that the British people 
and their government have the 
will and resolve to resist agg- 
ression." 

In April Britain sent a 100-ship 
task force 8.000 miles to the South 
Atlantic and retook the Falklands 
after Argentina seized the islands, 
known to them as the Malvinas. 

Ali 10 harrier jets and 24 hel- 
icopters lost in the battle would be 
replaced. Mr. Nott said, and four 
ultra-modern frigates would rep- 
lace the two destroyers and two 
frigates sunk by Argentine bombs 
and missiles. 


Walesa hopes to address 
Solidarity rally Thursday 


WARSAW (R) — Lech Walesa, 
leader of the banned Solidarity 
union, hopes to address a rally in 
Gdansk on Thursday and tell sup- 
porters to use afi democratic 
means to regain rights won by the 
movement, according to a text 
received here Tuesday. 

Reliable sources released the 
text of the address Mr. Walesa 
hopes to give at a public meeting 
at a monument by the Lenin shi- 
pyards. It would be his first major 
public appearance since his rel- 
ease from internment last month. ’ 
Government officials said no 
permission has been given so for 
for the meeting. 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban told reporters Monday the 
authorities would use all necessary 
measures to prevent any illegal 
meeting in Gdansk and indicated 
the government was taking a new 
tougher line against Mr. Walesa. 

The labour leader was not ava- 
ilable for comment at bis Gdansk 
home. 


In the text Mr. Walesa said the 
social force of Solidarity should be 
channelled into four areas—trade 
unions, factory self-management, 
cultural associations and youth 
organisations. 

He said the Solidarity union, 
which was formally outlawed on 
Oct. 8, “exists within us”. The 
issue of workers’ rights in Poland 
was still open and “ours will be the 
victory*’., he added. 

The movement that developed 
into Solidarity, which bad nearly 
10 million members in its heyday, 
had sown seeds which lay deep, 
Mr. Walesa said. 

He suggested the union may 
have wanted to achieve its aims 
loo quickly, but said: “We know 
what to strive for, although to ach- 
ieve our aims we need perhaps 
more time and different met- 
hods.”

NAIROBI (R) — Senior officials 
of the Organisation of African 
Unity (OAU) arrived here Tue- 
sday for talks with Kenyan Pre- 
sident Daniel Arap Moi on ways 
to reconvene the organisation's 
twice-aborted 19th summit. 

OAU Secretary-General Edem 
Kodjo of Togo told reporters he 
would consult with President Moi, 
the current OAU chairman, on 
ways out of the deadlock. 

The summit has twice been 
abandoned in Tripoli. Libya, for 
lack of a quorum, depriving Col. 
Muammar Qadhafi of the cha- 
irmanship he was to have taken 
over from President Moi. 

Under OAU procedure the 
next summit, intended to be held 
in Guinea, cannot take place until 
the 19lh summit is properly ope- 
ned and closed. 


Rival factions continue fighting in Tripoli 


BEIRUT (R) — Rival armed gro- 
ups fought for the eighth day run- 
ning in tbe north Lebanese port of 
Tripoli Tuesday but the country’s 
other main tioqblespot, tbe mou- 
ntains east of Beirut, was reported 
quiet. :.- . ... • 

A Reuter correspondent in Tri- 
poli. Lebanon's second largest 
city, said pro-and anti-Syrian mil- 
itias entrenched in tbe old town 
exchanged bursts of automatic 
weapons fire. 

* Two bombs exploded in tbe city 
overnight, he added, but there was 
no information on casualties. 


More than 30 people have been 
killed and 1 50 injured in the week 
of fighting, the latest in a long ser- 
ies of battles between the two 
sides. 

. Local radio stations reported a 
morning ofcahnTn'themountains 
east of Beirut where there was 
widespread fighting between Chr- 
istian and Muslim militias on Sun- 
day and Monday. 

Monday night Israeli and Druze 
sources reported a tentative cea- 
sefire agreement had been rea- 
ched at a meeting of Israeli off- 
icers and Muslim and Christian 


leaders. The area has been con- 
- trolled by the Israeli army since 
soon after the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon in June. 

Tbe sources said that if by mid- 
day a ceasefire held, armed men 
stayed off the streets and irid- 
nappings stopped, the warring 
groups would meet again to dis- 
cuss further peace moves. 

At noon the ceasefire seemed to 
• be holding and an Israeli military 
spokesman in Yearze. just outside 
Beirut, said by telephone that 
talks had been scheduled for late 
Tuesday afternoon. 


FitzGerald 
elected Irish 
premier 

DUBLIN (R) — The Irish Rep- 
ublic's new parliament elected 
Fine Gael leader Garret Fit- 
zgerald prime minister Tuesday at 
the head of a revived coalition 
with the Labour Party. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, 56, led a min- 
ority coalition with Labour for 
seven months until it fell in Jan- 
uary over plans to impose taxes on 
shoes and clothes. 

The new coalition, the country’s 
first majority government in 18 
months, faces 15 -per cent inf- 
lation, 13-percent unemployment 
and large foreign debts. 

It replaces Charles Haughey's 
minority government, which fell in 
a confidence vote last month. Mr. 
Haughey's Fianna Fail Party lost 
five seats in the general election 
that followed hut remains the lar- 
gest single party in the 166-Seat 
Dail (Parliament). 


Jumblatt believes Israel, Falangists 
are behind his assassination attempt 


PARIS (R) — Lebanese Druze 
leader Walid Jumblatt said Tue- 
sday that Israel and its Christian 
Falangist militia allies were beh- 
ind the apparent assassination att- 
empt' he escaped earlier this 
month t'n Beirut. 

' In an interview with French tel- 
evision, he said that tbe bomb att- 
ack. which killed four people on 
Dec. 1. was carried out because be 
was “ a major political obstacle for 
some internal factions in Leb- 


anon, possibly the Falangists, pos- 
sibly Israel". 

“1 have no concrete evidence 
'but I accuse them of having tried 
to eliminate me," Mr. Jumblatt, 
who arrived here Monday, added. 

Mr. Jumblatt, one of Lebanon's 
most prominent leftist leaders and 
one of the chieftains of its Druze 
community, called on the French 
government to implement a 
"more explicit policy'’ in the Leb- 


anese conflict. 

"France has a better und- 
erstanding of Lebanon than the 
United States. With a more exp- 
licit and active policy, this country 
would be better able to contribute 
to Lebanon's independence." be 
said. 

Tbe Lebanese leader is due to 
meet French External Relations 
Minister Claude Cheysson here on 
Thursday. 


Freij renews 
appeal to 
recognise 
Israel 


BONN (R) — Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij has renewed appeals to 
fellow Palestinians to recognise 
Israel and accept peace proposals 
by President Reagan for the Mid- 
dle East. 

In an interview in Tuesday’s 
West German daily Frankfurter 
Allgemeine Zeitung, Mr. Freij 
urged the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) to begin a 
dialogue with tbe United States to 
convince Americans of its pea- 
ceful intentions. 

Such a dialogue would entail 
Palestinian acceptance of United 
Nations resolutions which ack- 
nowledge Israel's right to exist, 
the Christian mayor was quoted as 
saying. 

It was “five (minutes) to twe- 
lve.” particularly as Israel was ste- 
pping up the Jewish settlement 
drive, Mr. Freij said. 
i Extreme PLO demands only 
played into the hands of the Isr- 
aelis, he said. But it was unrealistic 
to expect the U.S. to pressure Isr- 
aeli Prime Minister Menacbem 
Begin into making concessions. 
Pressure on Israel did not work. 

The PLO should cooperate with 
Jordan to convince the United 
States that Palestinians recognised • 
Israel and were willing to live tog- 
ether in peace, he said. 

Mr. Freij said he saw “a small 
chance" in the U.S. plan, which 
does not foresee an independent 
Palestinian state but proposes a 
form of association with Jordan. 

But the PLO was still dividedon 
the proposals. It would find it eas- 
. ierto accept his course if it listened 
’ toPalestinians in the occupied ter- 
ritories. he said.

Mitterrand, Shultz discuss East-West trade policy 


PARIS (R) — U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz arrived in 
Paris' Tuesday and immediately 
began talks with French leaders in 
an effort to smooth a dispute over 
East-West trade policy that has 
cooled Franco- American rel- 
ations. 

As he started his sessioas with 
President Francois Mitterrand 
and External Relations Minister 
Claude Cheysson. both sides were 
calling tbe dispute a mis- 
understanding and Mr. Shultz 
seemed eager to accommodate 
French sensibilities. 

The disagreements stemmed 
from sanctions that President 
Reagan imposed in June on con- 


struction of (he Soviet natural gas 
pipeline to Western Europe. He 
lifted tbe sanctions in November 
as a result, he said, of an allied 
agreement on developing a com- 
mon policy for East- West trade, 
uld have been lifted unc- 
onditionally, denied there had 
been any agreement. 

Mr. Shultz arrived in Paris on 
the fifth leg of a seven-nation 
European tour and it was exp- 
ected to be one of his more dif- 
ficult stops. 

He said, however, that although 
U.S. -French relations had had 
their ups and downs they were 
generally positive. 

In an interview published Mon- 


day. Mr. Mitterrand said of the' 
U.S.- French dispute: "I am not 
angry. I am perfectly calm and 
open to dialogue.” 

U.S. -Soviet negotiations on 
medium-range nuclear missiles 
may also be a topic for discussion 
between Mr. Shultz and French 
officials. 

Mr. Mitterrand suggested rec- 
ently that a compromise might be 
possible on the U.S. “zero option” 
position under which NATO 
would forgo deployment of 572 
cruise and Pershing-2 missiles m 
exchange for destruction of Soviet 
medium-range missiles. 

But Mr. Cheysson said Tuesday 
after his meeting with Mr. Shultz 


that Mr. Mitterrand was firmly 
behind the zero option although 
tbe negotiations were likely to 
lead to a compromise. None of the 
new NATO missiles is to be dep- 
loyed on French territory. 

During his 24-faour Paris stop, 
Mr. Shultz is expected to discuss a 
wide range of ttipics, including 
economic issues that have also led 
to strains between Paris and Was- 
hington. 

In addition to meeting Mr. Mit- 
terrand and Mr. Cheysson, the * 
secretary of state was also meeting 
Defence Minister Charles Hemu 
and Finance Minister Jacques 
Defers. 


Mubarak to urge for W. German role in Mideast peace 


BONN (R) — Egypt ianPresidcnt 
Hosni Mubarak planned to urge a 
more active West German role in 
the Middle Eastern peacemaking 
process at a meeting with Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl Tuesday, 
Egyptian sources said. 

Mr. Mubarak arrived in Bonn 
Monday on the second leg of a 
European tour intended to hasten 
withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
Lebanon and promote an int- 
ernational solution of the Pal- 
estinian problem. 

Egyptian sources said the pre- 
sident believed Bonn.could make 
a major contribution to a Middle 
East settlement when it assumes 
die presidency of tbe European 
Community next month. 

President Reagan's September 
peace plan, calling for Palestinian 


self-government on the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank in ass- 
ociation with Jordan, would be the 
central theme of discussions, the 
sources added. 

The two leaders were likely to 
discuss ways of winning tbe sup- 
port of Israel and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
for the plan. Bui no major ini- 
tiatives were expected from the 
talks. 

The president flies to Austria to 
meet Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 
The Vienna talks are expected to 
focus on the PLO, which keeps a 
high-level representation in Aus- 
tria.

G han dour outlines ambitious 
programme for Alia in, 1983

AMMAN — Alia, the Royal Jordanian Airline, aims, 
to achieve a growth of 33 per cent in terms of gross , 
revenues in 1983, boosting the number of passengers 
handled annually to 2,125,000, Alia Chairman AH 
Ghandour said here Tuesday. 


Mr. Ghandour. who was add- 
ressing a press conference to mark 
the occasion of the 19th ann- 
iversary of the airline, said that 
once these targets are achieved 
the net profit of the airline would 
be around JD 2 million. 

Also Tuesday Mr. Ghandour 
opened the annual sales con- 
ference of Alia station managers 
and salcstaff. and attended by sen- 
ior officials from the charter air- 
line company. Arab Wings and the 
Arab Air Cargo company. 

Opening the sales conference. 
Mr. Ghandour, the chairman and 
director-general of Alia, said that 
the airline maintains its personal 
touch with its staff regardless of its 
rapid growth. 

He added that the aim of the 
conference is "to review our fam- 
ily affairs of the ending year and to 
look forward to a new year with 
hope and then we part to fulfill the 
planned hopes." 

According to Mr. Ghandour. all 
achievements of the national air- 
line are due to the "ambitious, 
progressive and aggressive cha- 
racters that distinguishes Alia's 
family.” 

He added that the three basic 
characters promoted Alia's net- 
work extending it to five con- 
tinents and 36 destinations. 

“Aggressiveness." he said, "is a 
very essential character that 
would promote the airline’s amb- 
itions." 


He named the fulfilled amb- 
itious projects embarked on by 
Alia, like its North Atlantic 
flights, Arab Wings, the Alia Air 
Academy, Arab Air Cargo, and 
the “extension of Alia's wings to 
West Africa and Sierra Leone." 

The high standards of Alia's 
services, he said, were achieved by 
the dynamic performance of the 
staff. 

He added that Alia maintains 
“a safe and efficient air tra- 
nsportation system that will open 
bridges to the capitals of the world 
for our people to communicate 
with the people of the world, to 
trade, to learn, to exchange kno- 
wledge and to enjoy life." 

Mr. Ghandour emphasised the 
importance of continuity in 
growth which could be attained by 
“dynamic people who can bypass 
difficult obstacles and limitations 
and be able to meet challenges 
successfully." 

“We are not short of int- 
elligence and foresightedness. 
What we need is to do things bet- 
ter in quality and quantity," Mr. 
Ghandour said. 

He concluded that Alia's “pro- 
gressive history manifests its cre- 
dibility in accomplishing targets 
and what they plan for 1983 will 
be a repetition of its successful his- 
tory.” 

Mr. lyad Khalidi, marketing 
and sales vice-president, told the 
Jordan Times that participants in 


the ifiree-d ay sales conference will 
review last year’s results and will 
discuss goals to be achieved in 
1 983 in terms of revenues and ser- 
vices. 

In the press conference, Mr. 
Ghandour said that Alia and the 
information media compliment 
each other, for Alia acts not only 
as an airline but also as a media 
means through its information 
centres all over the world. 

Alia's 1983 plan to increase its 
gross revenue by 33 per cenL, is 
“to face the shortfall in 1982 
growth to cover inflation, rapid 
growing costs in every sphere and 
the liquidity needed to repay our 
loans and their interests," Mr. 
Ghandour clarified. ■ 

He added that Alia’s gross rev- 
enue in 1983 should be at leasL J 0 
185 million. 

Mr. Ghandour pointed out thaL 
the world recession has affected 
Alia too as other airlines. 

He said world recession has for- 
ced airline companies to total 
bankruptcy or permanent loans 
and asserted that the coming years 
require more than $50 billion to 
modernise the world's airline fle- 
ets in order to economise their 
ope rations. 

He pointed out that Alia has 19 
planes of various kinds including 
Boeing 747, TriStar and Boeing 
222 and 707 v ‘iich will soon be 
replaced by sophisticated planes. 

During thr current year, he 
said. All' s planes carried 
1,250,000 passengers constituting 
19 per cent growth and JD 144 
million in gross revenues. 

Net profit for the last year amo- 
unted to JD 1,500,000, he said. 

Referring to the Queen Alia 
International Airport. Mr. Gha- 
ndour said that it will start ope- 
rations during the first quarter of 
next year.

CHICAGO —^ Chicago’s shady* 
■past, in whose 'sjSadows lurk the 
l&es of gangsters A3 Capone and 
John Dfflmger, is catching up with 
the present .sjgam. . 

The city, which has seen ele- 
ctions bought and sold, gangsters 
warring in the streets and cor- 
ruption as a way of life, now Ends 
some of those memories back on 
die front pages. 

. Chicago in 19S2 is still a for cry 
tom the city of the coaxing twe- 
nties, or even the turbulent sixties. 

The air is cleaner, organised 
crime has largely moved off the 
streets into activities that rarely 
rate headlines, and Mayor Jane 


Byrne says she has turned the city 
back from the brink of financial' 
collapse — and wants to be ele- 
‘ cted to a second term. 

But in the past few days a fbr- 
‘ mer Democratic Party worker has 
said that he cast multiple votes in 
the Nov. 2 election and rounded 
up blank absentee ballots so his 
bosses could vote with them. 

And a federal court jury in a 
bribery case against the head of 
the country’s largest union was 
placed under guard after jurors i 
received underworld-style tel-* 
ephone calls. 

. The party worker made the dis- 


closures in an interview with rep- 
orters from the Chicago Tribune, 
saying be was upset at what had 
happened and wanted it made 
■public. 

The newspaper also quoted him 
as saying that he had been offered 
a dty job for his cooperation but 
that all he received were $10. He 
has not been charged but could 
face a fine or jail sentence if pro- 
secuted. 

The Tribune, in whose hea- 
dlines much of the city’s che- 
quered past has been recorded, 
said in an editorial: 

“To much of-the rest of the cou- 


ntry this story will be amusing evi- 
dence that in Chicago business 
goes on as usual. And the only 
difference outsiders will see bet- 
ween this election and earlier ones 
is that nobody has shown party 
workers voting the cemetery --at 
least not yet... 

“Whatever amusement the rest 
of the country takes in stories of- 
election-stealing in Chicago, Chi- 
cagoans have to take them very 
seriously," it added, calling for a 
thorough criminal probe. 

There have been a number of 
voting flaps over the years in Chi- 


cago, -the most famous probably 
being John F. Kennedy's close vic- 
tory over Richard Nixon in 1960 
in Illinois by 8,858 votes — a win* 
which gave Kennedy the state. 

The Tribune at the time alleged , 
that the Democrats had stolen the- 
election but no wrongdoing was 
ever proved. 

The latest election dispute has 
sent Federal Bureau of Inv- . 
estigation (FBI! agents trooping 
back and forth to city hall, sub- 
poenas in hand, collecting records 
from last month's election from 
■ more than a dozen Chicago pre- 


cincts. 

; U.S. government officials have 
announced that a grand jury will 
be formed to investigate how the 
- election was conducted and per- 
haps draw up charges against ele- 
ction officials. 

Republican Governor James 
■Thompson, who beat Democratic 
challenger Adlai Stevenson III in 
.the race for governor by slightly 
more than 5,000 votes, has alleged 
that more votes were cast than 
people who asked for ballots in 
some Chicago precincts. 


Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Tho- 
mpson are in the early stages of a 
recount which both flatly predict 
they will win. 

While all of that has been unf- 
olding a federal court jury in the 
middle of a lengthy bribery con- 
spiracy trial involving the boss of 
the teamsters union was placed 
under guard ai a downtown hotel 


after a Gravelly-voiced man made 
early morning telephone calls to 
five jurors. 

The judge in the case - which 


< 



involves an alleged attempt by the 
•union io bribe a member of the 
U.S, Senate - has refuted io dis- 
close what the caller had to sav but 
said the anonymous man made 
■'pointed" references to the trial. 

Jury tampering by mob ele- 
ments is not unheard of. although 
it has not been disclosed if the culls 
made io jurors in the teamsters 
trial were of that nature. 


Meanwhile the *0-year-old 
former Democratic Party worker 
who stirred up the latest fuss by 
saying he voted early and often, 
has been arrested on a car theft

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Going it together 


THE AGREEMENT announced Tuesday by 
Jordan and the PLO to continue joint political 
rnovis, on all fronts, within a common vision 
of a special and distinctive relationship bet- 
ween Jordan and a Palestinian homeland, is 
not just another indication of their desire to 
search for a Middle East settlement through 
political means, but is one great show of pol- 
itical flexibility to reach honourable peace in 
area. 

Palestinian officials described the reference 
So the special and distinctive relationship as a 
response to President Reagan's proposal for a 
Palestinian homeland in the Israeli-occupied 
V/est Bank and Gaza in association with Jor- 
dan. “Mr. Reagan could not say Ik has no 
answer on his proposal of association," Hani 
A1 Hass an, political adviser to PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, is quoted as telling rep- 
orters in Amman on Tuesday. 

What is more important, however, is the 
agreement to continue joint Jordan ian-PLO 
political moves. What this in effect means is 
Ihal Jordan and the PLO have decided to tie 
‘heir future together, whether in negotiations 
with the U.S. or, if deed be, in snubbing Ame- 
rican attitudes altogether. This is most sig- 


nificant at this stage, and forever after, bec- 
ause Jordanians and Palestinians cannot live 
with the rest of the world if they cannot live 
with themselves first. 

The question of who wants to please Ame- 
rica, or who should recognise Israel, has 
never been, and should never be, an issue 
between the two peoples. If we, Palestinians 
and Jordanians alike, are friends with any- 
body, it cannot be against our mutual int- 
erests; and if we are going to solve our pro- 
blems, let our common goals and aspirations 
guide us. 

We must always emphasise this point, des- 
pite all and any differences in opinion that 
existed between us in the past or likely to arise 
in the future. The association of Jordan and 
Palestine will not materialise just because the 
Americans are demanding it, but will only 
come about if both peoples want and sincerely 
work for it. Israel says ft would not withdraw 
from the occupied territories neither for Pal- 
estinians nor for Jordanians nor for both, 
anyway. Why should not we face the problem 
as one then? But, above all, is there any good 
reason for not going it together in the first 
place?

. 4 / Ra f i: 1983 draft budget — a promising indicator 


The statement on the state budget for the fiscal 
year 1983 presented to the National Consultative. 
Council (NCC) Monday, is a document of pro- 
mising prospects, and a positive indicator of pro- 
moting means of self-sufficiency, increasing eco- 
nomic growth ratio, and preserving a safe margin 
of hard currency reserves. 

Such an encouraging outcome gave priority to 
issues of major importance in the socio-economic 
life of our country. The building of our intrinsic 
potential, the reinforcement of the Armed Forces 
and security apparatus, rendering all possible 
support to those suffering under the Israeli occ- 
upation, and meeting our internal and external 
commitments, all stand out as prominent features 
of the 1983 budget. 

The new budget also outlines prospects for con- 
tinuing implementation of the five-year dev- 
elopment plan, and takes for a directive increasing 
dependence on national resources for covering 
c^ent expenditure, controlling inflation, and giv- 


ing oil exploration efforts greater attention. 

It is obvious that the minister of finance cla- 
rified abundantly the significance of meeting res- 
ponsibilities Arab states assisting Jordan have 
taken upon their sboulders. Such assistance is not 
only necessary for carrying out projects adding to 
the steadfastness of Jordan, but is also of great 
consequence for facing Israel's annexationist sch- 
emes, and the methodical practices aimed at the 
evacuation of the occupied territoiries' citizens. 


It is hoped that Arab countries that have not 
met their commitment of financial support to Jor- 
dan yet, will soon see to it that such a national 
obligation is fulfilled properly. 


The Jordanian citizen is called upon to try all in 
his effort to help make the 1983 budget a success; 
and this can only be achieved through a high sense 
of responsibility, national production increase, 
and rendering what is the budget’ s right without 
delay. 


A l Dustour: Draft budget reflect adherence to commitments 


The government Monday presented the draft 
budget for the 1983 fiscal year. A look at the 
general directives and considerations that gov- 
erned the provisions of the budget demonstrate 
the 'volume of national responsibility Jordan car- 
ries upon its shoulders, regardless of hardships, 
obstacles and external pressures. 

The draft budget obviously reflects the scale of 
interaction with the common Arab cause and cir- 
cumstances as regards Jordan's national drive. 
The persistence, despite all impediments, in str- 
engthening intrinsic power, developing the 
Armed Forces to meet national responsibilities, 
rendering maximum support possible to our peo- 
ple in Israeli occupied territories, demonstrate 
that Jordan is. as has always been, standing up to 
its national commitments. 

The concentration of efforts to achieve new 
accomplishments on the economic level remains 


one of the targets endorsed by the new budget, 
and this is definitely inseparable from the dif- 
ferent commitments aimed at facing Israeli exp- 
ansionist threats, and schemes for weakening the 
Arabs. 


The issues of stabilising prices, controlling inf- 
lation and continuing to subsidise basic consumer 
commodities also met good consideration in the 
budget outline. 


Nevertheless, the grossness of responsibilities 
shouldered by the Jordanian people need to be 
looked at with due concern on behalf of the bro- 
therly Arab countries. Jordan is defending the 
well-being and future of the whole Arab Nation, 
and for the Arab brothers to meet their financial 
commitments towards Jordan it is only self- 
defence, and aiding a front-line citadel to confront, 
the aggressive trends of an expansionist enemy.

Probing into the productivity 


of Jordanian industry 


. The analysis of the use and 
the cost of labour, materials, 
and equipment ^ industry ent- 
ers within the scope of ind- 
ustrial engineering, which, 
amongst other things, deals 
with productivity, profit, abi- 
lity, and effectiveness. Any 
improvement in the man- 
agement and in the pro- 
ductivity necessitates the rea- 
ppraisal of all the pertinent iss- 
ues and the application of 
modem scientific methods to 
analyse and direct the work 
flow in the industrial est- 
ablishment considered. 

The productivity depends on 
the amount of man's control 
over whatever mechanism or 
process he may be directing. 
The thrive to increase this con- 
trol has brought in the need for 
automation, which requires 
less manpower but more fra- 


ming skill, perception, and 
education. The staff displaced 
by automation has thus had the 
chance to undertake inn- 
ovation talks characterised by 
deep and scholarly study and 
comprehension of the machine 
and of man. The existence of 
such staff can be observed in 
some industries in Jordan, alb- 
eit their efforts are not always 
utilised b the best possible 
way. 

To measure productivity in 
Jordan is a difficult task. Pro- 
ductivity cannot be measured 
b absolute terms, and cannot 
be compared in different cou- 
ntries or at different times, unl- 
ess this is performed within a 
specific stipulation of cir- 
cumstances and confinements. 
To increase productivity one 
has to involve a myriad fee tors 
such as improving the pro- 


duction methods, increasing 
the skill of labour, applying 
modem technology, ensuring 
proper planning, providing 
specialised management, and 
securing capital resources. 

From the available data; it 
appears that the overall pro- 
ductivity b Jordan has been 
rather low and the production 
cost has been high. This can be 
attributed to the inefficient use 1 
of invested capital, time, and 
effort. 

Unfortunately, there are no . 
precise statistics about pro- 
ductivity, national economic 
growth, salaries or annual rises. 
There is not .even precise 
information about inflation, 
although approximate trends 
can be derived from the ava- 
ilable data. 

It is obvious that pro- 
ductivity is different in various 


sectors, and therefore cannot 
be combined in a single eva- 
luation if it is to be of any sig- 
nificance. The low personal eff- 
iciency of labour and die high 
cost of compelementaiy factors 
for production have masked 
the benefits of relatively low 
salaries, transportation costs, 
and taxes. 

The production Hues, which 
have to be . regularly mod- 
ernised, remain operational for 
long periods without any up- 
dating. Re-investment in fac-. 
tory equipment is rare, and the* 
deterioration b their per- 
formance passes with little con- 
sideration. The result is that 
neither quality nor priceof the 
products can withstand com- 
petition from similar imported 
items a fact which has proved 
tough b the Jordanian open 

market. 


Sinn Fein visit to London banned 


Whitehall accused of blocking contacts 
to end violence in Northern Ireland

LONDON — A British gov- 
ernment decision to ban a visit by 
three Irish Republicans to London 
has provoked accusations that it is 
restricting free speech and blo- 
cking contacts on how to end vio- 
lence in Northern Ireland. Alt- 
hough the decision met with wid- 
espread approval from senior pol- 
iticians of all parties, the right- 
wing government’s tough policy of 
refusing to negotiate or talk with 
the Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
is questioned by some left-wing 
politicians tired of years of sec- 
tarian strife in the province. 

A bomb that killed 16 revellers 
at a disco-bar in the Northern Ire- 
land town of Ballykelly a week ago 
sparked off such a wave of anger 
that the proposed visit, by two 
members of Sinn Fein, the pol- 
itical wing of the IRA, quickly 
became a national issue. 

Gerry Adams, vice-president of 
Sinn Feb, and its information off- 
icer Danny Morrison, were invited 
for talks by Ken Livingstone, con- 
troversial left-wing leader of the 
Greater London Council, Eur- 
ope's biggest city authority, who 
said he wanted to have a dialogue 
about the Irish problem. 

. Mr. Livingstone was widely 
'condemned by politicians and b 
the national press, and Home Sec- 
retary (Interior Minister) William 
Whitelaw then announced that the 
two men, plus another hardline 
Republican, had been banned 
from London under the pre- 
vention of terrorism act. The dec- 
ision provoked protests from the 
IRA men, who said that a solution 
to the violence in Northern Ire- 
land would never be reached if the 
government restricted free spe- 


ech. 

All three banned men are ele- 
cted members of the British 
government-backed Northern Ire- 
land assembly. They were elected 
as Sinn Fein candidates but have 
refused to take their seats on the 
Protestant-dominated assembly. 
Sinn Fein, which calls for a United 
Ireland and the withdrawal of Bri- 
tish troops, surprised British pol- 
iticians during the assembly ele- 
ctions b October by gaining 10 
per cent of the vote, showing they 
held more than minority support, 
as the government had thought. 

The assembly was the bra- 
inchild of Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland James Prior, but 
it has proved of limited value as 
the mam Catholic party, the Social 
Democratic and • Labour Party 
(SDLP) refused to take its seats in 
protests at the British gov- 
ernment's actions. 


allow Sinn Feb to score a pro- 
paganda victory in the United Sta- 
tes and other countries. A former 
Labour Junior Mbister for Nor- 
thern Ireland, Tom Pendry. said: 
"The only way to learn of the real 
problems in t^e province b depth 
is to stomp the streets and talk to 
the population direct.” 


Steve Bundred. one of the Lon- 
don councillors who invited the 
men to the capital, said of the dec- 
ision: “It shows that this gov- 
ernment is not interested b free 
speech or in encouraging the open 
political debate which is our only . 
hope of endbg the present con- 
flict." 


Tactical blonder 


A government spokesman said 
Mr. Whitelaw was empowered to 
bar the Sbn Fein men if he was 
satisfied they had been concerned 
in acts of terrorism but Mr. Liv- 
■ ingstone challenged him to prove 
they were involved with the vio- 
lence that has wracked Northern 
■Ireland for 13 years. 

Mr. Livingstone said yesterday 
he would travel to Northern Ire- 
land to see the IRA men. "We 
have to ask why they have not 
been arrested, and why they are 
free to walk around b Northern 
Ireland and yet cannot come to 
.London," he said. 

The Press Association, Britab's 
national news agency, said many 
Members of Parliament regarded 
the decision to ban the IRA men 
as a tactical blunder which could 


Responsibility for the bombing, 
the grisly results of which shocked 
even Northern Ireland's hardened 
doctors and nurses, has been cla- 
imed by the Irish National Lib- 
eration Army (TNLA), a Marxist 
-splinter group which broke away, 
from the IRA to pursue a violent - 
j struggle against" the British pre- 
sence in the province. 


The IRA is infamous for its ter- 
rorist attacks, in mainland Britain 
as well as Northern Ireland, and 
hostility towards them was hei- 
ghtened this summer after bomb 
attacks on soldiers b central Lon- 
don parks, b which 11 people 
died. 

The three Sinn Feb men (one of 
them, Martin McQuiness, is tho- 
ught to have been a substitute vis- 
itor in case the other two were 
banned), issued a jobt con- 
dme nation of the government’s 
exclusion order. 


Armalite and ballot 


“It is now ludicrous for the Bri- 
tish government claim that the six 
counties (of Northern Ireland) ‘are 


part of the United Kingdom and 
then to go and exclude its so- 
called citizens from entering one 
part of Britain.” But a statement 
by one of the banned IRA men 
remains b the British memory. 

"The best way to gain power is 
with an Armalite in one hand and 
a ballot paper b the other," Mr. 
Morrison told an IRA conference 
last year. The U.S.-made Arm- 
alfre rifle is widely used by the 
IRA. 

The Conservative government’s 
action met with approval from the 
mam opposition Labour Party, of 
which Mr. Livingstone is a mem- 
ber, although some politicians said 
the move gave the IRA the opp- 
ortunity to exploitthe decision for 
propaganda purposes. The Gua- 
rdian newspaper said Mr. Prior 
appeared to have opposed the 
ban, and the decision was made 
through the personal det- 
ermination' of Prime Mbister 
‘Margaret Thatcher. 

: British governments trying to 
maintain law and order and halt 
sectarian strife between the Pro- 
testant majority and Catholic 
minority b the province in the last 
13 years have firmly refused to 
negotiate with armed groups. But 
there is a precedent for the kind of 
meeting that would have taken 
place if the Sinn Feb visit had 
gone ahead. In 1973, the then sec- 
retary of state for Northern Ire- 
land met Mr. Adams and other 
IRA men in London to discuss a 
truce. The secretary of state was 
William Whitelaw, the man who 
banned the visit 

Although the ban has met gen- 
eral approval, it has revived fears 
of a renewed IRA bombing cam- 
paign an the British mainland as a 
message to the government that 
violence will continue.

U.S. mends relations with Guatemala

SAN PEDRO SULA, HON- 
DURAS — The United States, 
intent on bolstering anti- 
communist governments in Cen- 
tral America, is mending relations 
with Guatemala despite charges of 
human rights violations on a mas- 
sive scale. 

Diplomatic sources said a rea- 
ppraisal of U.S. ties with the reg- 
ion's most populous and ind- 
ustrialised country had been b the 
malting for at least six months as a 
brutal civil war between the army 
and leftwing insurgents gathered 
momentum. But Washington's 
desire to draw Guatemala closer- 
into the U.S. orbjt was not clearly 
enunciated before President Rea- 
gan's visit on Dec. 3 and 4 to two- 
Centra] American republics and 
ttis talks there with four pre- 
sidents, bcluding Guatemala's 
General Efrain Rios Montt. 

“Our conversation ... has done 
much to improve the climate of 
relations between our two gov- 
ernments," Mr. Reagan said after 
meeting President Rios Montt. He 
added that the United States was 
committed to support the gen- 
eral's efforts to “address the root 
causes” of Guatemala's ins- 
urgency. 

European diplomats b Central 
America describe rapprochement 
between the United States and 
Guatemala after years of est- 
rangement as the most significant 
result of Mr. Reagan’s visit to the 
are^, the first by a U.S. president 
since 1968. The Reagan adm- 
inistration sees Guatemala as a

.Communism in Central America 
because of the country’s size and 
strategic location. 

In Washington's worst-case 
scenario, leftist rebellion b Gua- 
temala spills bto the oilfields of 
neighbouring Mexico and from 
there to tile United States itself. 

Relations between the United 
States and Guatemala turned sour 
in 1977 when President Carter 
publicly accused the then military 
government of large-scale and sys- 
tematic human rights abuses. 

Enraged, the Guatemalans told 
Washington to keep the military 
supplies it had been delivering to 
the army. “There are always ref- 
erences to the U.S. arms emb-

Massive imports 


President Chadlfs efforts to 
tackle these problems have pro- 
duced- some resultsT food and 
basic products shortages, common 
two years, ago; are now gradually 
being ^eliminated. But this is Only 
thanks to huge imports, jokingly 
described by a- young Algerian 
executive as “the only sector 
which really works fo Algeria.” 

The government acknowledges 
that massive imports cannot be a 
long-term solution as .they are 
funded by the state's bard cur- 
rency earnings from ofl and nat- 
ural gas exports. President Chadli 
has said that the country ca n no 
longer rely on oil to finance its 
development. With estimated res-' 
exyes of one billion tons, Algeria 
would have run out of oil by the 
end of the century if it had kept up 
its annual production of 50 million 
tons. 

Production has now been cut to 
some 30 million tons, a level which 
maintains strategic reserves and 
meets the ever-increasing internal 
demand, today put at seven mil- 
lion tons annually. The country’s 
hopes of financing its ambitious 
development plans now rest on 
natural gas, of which. Algeria has 
the world’s fourth largest reserves 
with an estimated 3,700 billion 
cubic metres. 


When oil prices were increasing 
regularly Algeria managed after a 
two-year battle to peggas prices to 
them. But ofl prices bis now gone 
down because of a surplus and the 
world recession! france, Algeria's 
main gas customer, is now buying 
Algerian gas more cheaply than 
when it agreed to fodex its price to 
that of crude oil early this year. 
Western economic sources said. 

If the current crisis persists, gas 
indexation, to oil mi g ht jeopardise 
Algeria’s development hopes, the 
sources added.

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While Jordan adopts development 
planning as an approach to set nat- 
ional priorities and guide the all- 
ocation of resources, it has pur- 
sued consistently a liberal eco- 
nomic policy where the private 
sector dominates most activities. 
However, the government plays a 
supporting role in establishing the 
infrastructure and participates in 
the initiation of major projects. 

Jordan’s development was int- 
errupted during the period 1967- 
1971 due to the 1967 Arab- Israeli 
war and its aftermath. Since 1 973, 
three development plans have 
been enacted for the periods, 

• 1973- 75, 1976-80 and 1981-85. 
Though these plans are only ind- 
icative to the private sector, they 
have created widespread con- 
fidence in the capability of the 
Jordanian economy, and the pri- . 
vate sector 5 s response has sur- 
passed the planned targets. With 
the resulting high rate of growth, 
per capita income has risen to 
$1400 in 1980. 

With 87 per cent of Jordan arid, 
the arable land is indeed of limited 
area. However, Jordan's pop- 
ulation is also relatively small 
According to the 1979 census, the 
total population of the East Bank 
is estimated at 2.15 million. There 
are 800.000 persons in the West 
Bank, while about 750,000 Jor- 
danians live abroad with a high 
concentration in the oil-exporting 
Arab countries. The main cha- 
racteristics of Jordan's population 
are the following:

— a high dependency ratio ( 1 to 
5). 

— a low labour participation ratio 
of about 20.3%, with still a lower 
percentage of women par- 
ticipation. 

— an excessive concentration of 
the population in the north- 
western part of Jordan (83%). 

— with the continued rural-urban 
migration, about two thirds of 
Jordan’s population live now in 
urban areas. 

— a foil-employment situation in 
the labour market has been att- 
ained and with the increasing 
demand for labour, the deficit has 
to be met by resorting to foreign 
labour, estimated now at 120,000. 

— Jordan is a net exporter of 
manpower. There are about 305 
Jordanian workers abroad, with 
85 percent are in the ofl -exporting 
Arab countries. 


Small enterprises 


— a high annual rate of pop- 
ulation growth (4.8%) during the 
period 1961rl979, with a natural 
increase of 3.8% annually. 

— a high percentage of the pop- 
ulation is below the work age of 15 


There are many factors that aff- 
ect Lhe size of enterprises and their * 
average size in a given country. 
Among these factors are the 
over-all economic size of the cou- 
ntry, its geographical location, hs 
membership in regional economic 
groupings, its level of dev- 
elopment, prevailing investment 
conditions, the applied economic 
system and the optimum size of 
the firm. 

Applying these factors to Jor- 
dan and having in mind its eco- 
nomic experience of development 
in the last three decades, we can 
reach a number of general obs- 
ervations on the size of ent- 
erprises. 

The government has been act- 
ive in setting up solely or in par-

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tnership with the private sector, a 
number of large establishments as 
of late 1950s. These include firms 
in phosphate mining, cement, oil 
refining, textiles and spinning, 
ceramics, fertilisers, potash, pub- 
lic transportation, hotels, an air- 
line and others. Though these est- 
ablishments are of limited num- 
ber, they account for a con- 
siderable portion of the income 
generated and total employment. 

There are thousands of small 
films employing less than five 
workers. The expansion of small 
firms has been rapid m the last 
decade due to the liberal eco- 
nomic policy, the sharp rise in 
trade activities and the availability 
of investable funds in the hands of 
the public. 

Tile government assists small 
enterprises through providing 
loans at soft terms. However, the 
government encourages the enl- 
argement of Firms where feasible 
including the amalgamation of 
small businesses. 

Whether a firm is considered 
small or big is a relative matter 
differing from one country to ano- 
ther. It is recognised that ent- 
erprises are considered small in 
the developed countries or large ' 
developing ones if they employ 
less than 50 workers. However, in 
small economies like Jordan, the 
dividing line is understandably 
closer to much smaller firms. 

The Department of Statistics 
(DOS) undertook an industrial 
survey in 1980 which revealed 
significant information for this 
study. A distinction was made in 
the survey between small and 
large firms where the small ones 
were taken as those employing 
less than five workers. The def- 
inition may be too limiting and 3' 
preferable distinction could have 
been made between those emp- ' 
loying less than twenty workers 
and the ones employing more. 

The above definition is actually 
in line with the Labour Law num- 
ber 21 for 1960 which dif- 
ferentiated between firms emp- 
loying less than five workers and 
other ones. The first category was 
considered as the non-organ ised 
sector for which the labour law is 
not entirely applicable. 

In any case, taking the def-- 
tnition of the DOS for small ent- 
erprises. we can highlight the fol- 
lowing characteristics of these 
enterprises In the industrial sec- 
tor: 

The total number of small, ent- 
erprises in the industrial sector 
represents 78.9 percent of all ind- 
ustrial establishments in Jordan. 
However, this percentage greatly 
overestimates their relative imp- 
ortance. When we consider the 
number of workers in the small 
enterprises, or their total wages, 
production value, value added or 
paid-up capita], they amount for 
much smaller portions of the ind- 
ustrial sector, namely 24.8%, 8%, 
93% and 1 .8% respectively. 

More than balfof the small ent- 
erprises (51%) engage in ind- 
ustrial services and the rest in 
directly-producrive areas such as 
non-electric products (26%), fur- 
niture and wood firms (25%), and 
food stuffs (15%). 

Most of these enterprises dep- 
end solely on their individual 
owners and do not often resort lo 


employed workers. 51 percent of 
the total labour force In these 
firms are non -wage -earners as 
compared with only 5 per cent in 
large establishments. Indeed, the* 
average number of employees in 
all small firms amounts to two per- 
sons. 

The average wage level paid in 
small enterprises equals JD 609 
which is about half that of large 
establishments (50.8 per cent 
only). However, wage levels differ 
considerably among small firms. 

About ail of the transactions 
effected by small enterprises are 
undertaken within the domestic 
market. Local sales account for 75 
per cent while all their purchases 
of needed inputs are done locally. 


Overall picture 


The above analysis was con- 
finned to the industrial sector and 
did nor cover enterprises in the 
economy as a whole. It has shown 
distinctive characteristics for the 
small enterprises. In addition, it is 
worthwhile to discuss briefly the 
size of establishments in all sectors 
in Jordan. While we shall attempt 
to do so, the analysis is necessarily 
constrained by the available data. 

The Department of Statistics 
was compiling in the seventies 
data on employment in est- 
ablishments employing five or 
more persons. However, tbese 
data are not as reliable as in lbe 
industrial survey since they were 
filled directly by the owner or by 
the administration and sent by 
mail. They do not also cover the 
small enterprises employing less 
than five workers. 

Nevertheless, it is worth con- 
sidering the data in the last issue 
published in June 1979, par- 
ticularly in the light of our pre- 
ference for taking the dividing line 
between small and large firms as 
the firms employing less than twe- 
nty workers and the wider cov- 
erage of the above-mentioned 
data. According to the DOS rep- 
ort, there were 1,519 est- 
ablishments employing 110,634 
persons in 1979 excluding those 
employed by the military and agr- 
iculture. This number must have 
risen in the last two years due to 
the noticeable expansion in eco- 
nomic activities in Jordan. 

Based on the DOS report, the 
following observations may be 
relevant to this study: 

Small establishments are dom- 
inant in their numbers but of much 
less importance m employment. 
‘The number of establishments 
employing from 5 to 24 workers 
accounts for 76.5 per cent of total, 
but employ only 10.4 per cent. 

Establishments employing less 
than five pereons are of much hig- 
her number. The records of the 
Federation of Chambers of Com- 
merce and the Amman Chamber 
of Industry show that the total 
number of member firms amount 
to about 21,000 and 2200 res- 
pectively. Even these figures do 
not include public, agricultural 
and tourist enterprises. 

A high portion of the labour 
.force is employed in services and 
public administration (62.4%). 
Employment in manufacturing 
and mining comes next and acc- 
ounts for 18 per cent. 

Most small enterprises are fam-

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ily owned. Thus, for est- 
ablishments engaging 5 to 9 emp- 
loyees, 44.3 peT cent are private 
companies and 47.3 per cent bel- 
ong to their own proprietor. These ■ 
percentages for enterprises emp- 
loying 10-24 persons are 46 per 
cent and 28.4 respectively as com- 
pared with 32.5 and 9.2 per cent 
for all establishments employing - 
25 workers or more. 

The DOS report of December 
1972 shows the total number of 
establishments employing 3 and 
more workers as 1,143 est- 
ablishments employing 63.881 
workers. Establishments emp- 
loying between five and 24 wor- 
kers accounted for 80.3 percent of 
total number and only 11.8 per 
cent of total workers. Thus, there 
is a trend, though not strong eno- 
ugh, towards a larger size of ent- 
erprises. While the number of 
large enterprises doubled between 
1972 and 1979 with their emp- 
loyment rose by 76 per cent, the 
growth of small firms was 20 per 
cent and their employment 52 per 
cent during the same period. 

Female workers are employed 
in both small and large firms. They 
account for 14.3 per cent of total 
employment in establishments of 
5-24 workers and 16.9 per cent in 
lareer establishments. 


Trades unions 


The union movement in Jordan 
originated in Palestine in the 
1930s. The Jordan Federation of 
Trade Unions (JFTU) was est- 
ablished in 1954 and was one of 
the founders of the International 
Federation of Arab Trade Unions. 
Labour Law Number 21 for 1961 
entitled both workers and emp- 
loyers to each form their unions 
according to skill or regional con- 
siderations. About 30 labour uni- 
ons were formed by early 1970s. 
However, it was thought advisable 
to reorganise the labour unions 
according to 17 major skills. This 
was completed in 1 976 and a cla- 
ssification of these unions was 
made. 

Since the labour law does not 
apply to regular government emp- 
loyees and workers in rain- 
fed -agriculture. eligible workers 
for unionism may be around 
80.000, However, actual mem- 
bership is about 57,000 workers. 
Most of the trade unions have 
branches and or committees. 
Some of these committees include 
workers in small enterprises such 
as gas stations, road tra- 
nsportation, private education ins- 
titutions, municipalities, private 
commercial Firms, pharmacies, 
travel agencies, printing firms and 
textile industry. 

Labour unions hold elections 
every two years where the adm- 
inistrative committees are elected. 
Then, the Central Council of the 
JFTU is formed of 75 union lea- 
ders. The Executive Committee of 
15 members is also named by the 
Federation and acts as its sec- 
retariat. 

These are no specific sti- 
pulations in the labour code rel- 
ated to trade unionism in small 
enterprises. However, a minimum 
of 3«1 workers in t he skill is a must 
for the formation of a trade union 
and this number could be reached 
by workers in more than one est-

abiishment. Thus, workers in 
small enierprisescan exercise fully 
their right of association. 

Since labour relations are more 
personal in small enterprises than 
in large ones, many disputes are 
settled directly between the wor- 
kers and employers. Individual 
complaints may he filed, however, 
with the Ministry of Labour and/ 
or the Labour union concerned. 
The settlement of individual and 
collleciive disputes follows a given 
procedure which will be discussed 
later. 


Employers’ organisations 


Parellci to the labour unions 
which include members from 
small and large establishments, 
there are employers’ org- 
anisations in Jordan. 

First, there is the Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce which 
includes all enterprises, small and 
large, having trade as their fun- 
ction. There are about 21 tho- 
usand firms in Jordan registered in 
this Federation. However, this 
Federation and the member cha- 
mbers are not active in negotiating 
and settling labour disputes. Their 
main interest is lo organise the 
general affairs of member firms, 
provide them with certain services 
and to represent them in various 
domestic and external situations. 

Second is the Amman Chamber 


of Industry which is also open'io 
eligible members in other pans of 
the country. It has now about 
2200 members which include 
small and large industrial est- 
ablishments. This chamber has 
shown more interest in industrial 
relations and the settlement of 
Labour matters such as con- 
ferences. seminars and the dra- 
fting of labour regulations. 

Third, employers are given the 
right to establish their own unions 
in accordance with the labour law. 
As in the case of trade unions, a 
minimum of 30 firms in one act- 
ivity is required. There are pre- 
sently 19 employers' unions in 
Jordan which have about 5.842 
members. 

Most of the firms joining the 
employers’ unions employing less 
than five workers. Some are run 
soley by their owners. No wonder 
then that these unions have been 
active members particularly in the 
area of prices. Some unions have 
demanded u more aggressive role, 
namely, to have the final say in 
licensing new firms in their line of 
business. 

Certain employers’ unions have 
been active in industrial relations, 
particularly those which enc- 
ounter strong pressures from lab- 
our unions, such as bakeries, res- 
tua rants, mechanical trades, spare 
parts, and private schools. In these 
cases, small enterprises were able 


to stand together, negotiate v o - 
leclite agreement* and >Ieie:i 
their interest. On other nv-i :n..e- 
particularly with larger v-. 
ahlMimcnis. the tendency k !■ 
each firm or employer in -i.m ■ 
alone in the lace ot labou: .it- 
pules Thi*. ha*, in nulive.ih:.

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TENNIS TALK 


Stretching 


By Maureen Stalla 

FO R THE nexi few weeks I am going to discuss the importance of 
stretching. This is particularly important for those of us who are 
playing tennis for any other sport, especially jogging) during the 
winter season. To go outside on a cold day and immediately start 
serving hard, or crashing forhands, or performing balletic leaps 
from the baseline to the net is the surest way I know to injure one’s 
self. 

Before jumping into your normal work-out, consider what 
happens to your body. The sudden onset of strenuous activity 
through a cold body is a shock to the whole system. Just as a car 
runs more efficiently after the engine is warmed, so does the body. 
Starting a cold car ihat has been idle overnight and immediately 
driving it produces a rough ride until the engine has had a chance 
to warm up adequately. The same thing happens to our bodies. 

Stretching before working out does two important things. First, 
it sends a signal to the muscles that they are about to_ undergo 
work. The motions of tennis will be tolerated better with warm, 
relaxed muscles. 

It gels tyhe kinks out and more fluidity of movement is ach- 
ieved. Second, stretching begins to raise the body temperature. 
Raising it even one degree before working out decreases the 
chance for injury. Be sure to wear a warm up outfit during str- 
etching and during play until you are sure your muscles are 
thoroughly wanned up. Take care to stretch gently. 

The tennis player or athlete should stretch after a work out as 
well. Muscles have been contracted during the hard play and 
should not be allowed to stay in that shortened state. Muscles 
spasms can be the result of not stretching after exercise. Stretching 
afterwards also lessens ihe possibility of stiffness the following 
day. 

Even on days that you do not play tennis it would be wise to 
spend a few minutes stretching. Think of it as extra protection — 
an inexpensive and effective way to extend your athletic life. 


Navratilova, Lloyd head elite 
field for ’82 closing event 


EAST RUTHERFORD, New

WBC issues

France blocks EEC -Turkey accord 

- BRUSSELS (R) — France Monday blocked a European Com- 
munily agreement with A nkara on imports of T urkish cotton yarn 
next year in retaliation for a Turkish decision to lax 45 products 
from the Common Market, diplomats said. The cotton yam agr- 
eement now blocked by France would have allowed Turkey to 
export 7h.5tlt) tonnes to the Common Market next year, 1,000 
tonnes more than at present. The Community has taken a series of 
nitrsteurcs'io hall what it sees as a flood of lexiile and clothing 
products from Turkey. It says these are damaging its own 
recession -hit industry. 

Investcorp considers strategy 

MANAMA (OPECNA) — A meeting of the board ofdirectorsof 
the Arab Investment Bank (Investcorp) opened here Monday to 
consider plans for investment in countries of the Gulf Coo- 
peration Council (GCC). 

-Jntercorp was established in June 1982 as a tax-free Bahraini 
public shareholding company. It has an authorised capital of S500 
milium, of which $200 million is paid up. The bank's chairman, 
Mr. Abdul Rahman Salim Al Ateeqy. said Investcorp would 
explore new investment opportunities in industry, agriculture and 
real estate, with priority given to Arab countries. 

USSR to improve transport 

MOSCOW iR) — The Kremlin leadership announced measures 
Tuesday to improve the Soviet transport system, to reduce costs 
and raise productivity. 

A decree by the Communist Party Central Committee and 
government called for more efficient use of labour and state funds- 
and fuel-saving measures in the transport system. Western dip- 
lomats said they detected the hand of Mr. Geidar Aliyev in the 
decree, recently promoted to the twin post of deputy prime min- 
islcr and full Politburo member and renowned as a fierce cam- 
paigner against corruption and inefficiency. 

Australia, New Zealand sign accord 

CANBERRA t R) — Australia and New Zealand Tuesday signed 
an agreement on closer economic relations which will eventually 
remove all trade harriers between the two countries. The new pact 
comes into force on Jan. 1 and will give the two countries greater 
access ' to each other's markets following three years of neg- 
otiations. The first step towards a small common market will be 
the abolition of all trade tariffs of five per cent or less and the 
removal of the remainder within five years. Expons and other 
trade incentives will also be gradually phased out and all trade 
barriers are scheduled to be lowered by 1995. 

Berti arrives in Tehran 

-•LONDON (R.) — Venezuelan Oil Minister Humbeno-Calde«w-~ 
Beni arrived in Tehran Tuesday for talks that could help to head 
off a clash at the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) conference next weekend. Dr. Calderon is on the last leg 
of a mission aimed at reconciling the opposing factions that have 
been at odds over how to share out the shrinking market for 
OPEC oil. 

His previous stops in Algeria. Saudi Arabia and Kuwait all 
brought pledges of. support from those countries' oil ministers for 
OPEC's current $34 a barrel reference price. 

- Iranian oil officials told Reuters in London Tuesday thai ihe 
production quota question would be the main aspect of the con- 
ference as far as Iran was concerned, although it would also fight 
to hold up. the S34 reference price. 


Fed cuts prime rate to 8.5% 
to save ailing U.S. economy 


WASHINGTON (R) — In a 
move clearly designed to pump 
life into the ailing U.S. economy, 
the central bank has cut its pri- 
ncipal lending rate to the lowest 
level in more than four years. 

Monday's half-point reduction 
to 8.5 per cent in the discount int- 
erest rate charged by the Federal 
Reserve Board (Fed) on direct 
loans to commercial banks was the 
seventh since July when the rate 
was cut to 11 .5 per cent from 1 2 
per cent. 

The discount rate has not been 
this low since October 1978 when 
it also stood at 8.5 per cent. 

This year's other rate cuts have 
been attributed by the Fed to a 
desire to keep pace with declines 
in short-term market interest 
rates, but -the latest move put the 
central bank one step ahead of the 
financial markets. 


At the time of Monday's ann- 
ouncement. the key federal funds 
interest rate — the rate banks cha- 
rge each other on overnight bor- 
rowing — was 8Va per cent.

EEC to take Japan 
to arbitration panel 
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BRUSSELS ( R) — The European 
Community has decided to take 
Japan to an international arb- 
itration panel to try to get it to ease 
restrictions on imports. 

Foreign Ministers of the 10- 
nation trading group decided 
Monday night that they would 
submit a request that such a panel 
be set up under the General Agr- 
eement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) in Geneva. 

The move reflects the Com- 
munity's view that the Japanese 
are not living up to commitments 
under GATT to open their mar- 
kets fully to imports. The GATT 
panel would have no judicial 
power but would have strong per- 
suasive powers, officials said. 

The ministers also gave their 
nod of approval to plans by the 
executive commission to improve 
internal discipline in the member 
countries' ailing steel industries. 
These. call for reduced output and 
_set target j3nces ,for sales within, 
the Community ui a bid to halt- 
price-cutting. 

The target prices will be rev- 
iewed by the commission at the 
end of the First quarter of 1983 to 
take account of any improvement 
in the market, the officials added. 

The 10 also agreed to keep the 
Community in the world textile 
accord known as the multi-fibre . 
arrangement, preventing what 
many predicted would be chaos in 
the markets. 

The arrangement, an int- 
ernational pact governing 80 per 
cent of the world textile trade, 
expires in 1986. 

The decision to remain mem- 
bers of the- pact, which expires in 
1986. followed the successful 
negotiation of accords to limit clo- 
thing and textile imports from all 
but one of the Community’s 27 
Third World suppliers, diplomats 


said. Argentina is the only country 
not to have signed an agreement. 

In Tokyo Japan will continue to 
seek the European Community's 
understanding of its trade policy 
even if they go to abritration. For- 
eign Minister Shimaro Abe said 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Abe told reporters Japan 
disagreed with many aspects of the 
European decision to ask (GATT) 
to set up such a panel. 

Mr. Abe, formerly minister of 
international tra.de and industry, 
said he was going to Europe on 
Jan. 2 and planned to visit Britain. 
West Germany, France and the 
Community headquarters in Bru-. 
ssels although no definite schedule 
had been arranged. 

Intemaiionar Trade and Ind- 
ustry " Minister Sadanori Yam- 
anaka told a press conference he 
did not expect Japan to meet the 
Community’s demands at the 
GATT panel. 

. Mr. . Yamanaka. who has said 
Japan should be straightforward 
In trade talks by saying a definite 
•‘no" to unacceptable demands, 
added that h should cope calmly 
with, the new development. 

The European ministers* dec- 
ision was taken against the bac-> 
fcdrop of huge Japanese surpluses 
in trade between the two sides. 
Last year's stood at $14 billion. 

Japan and the Community have 
held a series of talks this year on 
the dispute. The latest round was 
held here this week. 

In an attempt to appease the 
European Community and the 
United Stares, with which it also 
has a big trade surplus, Japan in 
the past year announced two pac- 
kages reducing or removing tar- 
iffs.

BONN (R) — Chancellor Helmut Kohl, summing up his first 75 
days in office, said his conservative- led government had set West 
Germany on the road to economic revival and restored friendly 
relations with the United States. 

Raising the curtain on what seems set to become a bitter election 
campaign, he told parliament his "coalition of the middle had 
enacted an emergency programme to combat mass unemployment 
and huge public debt inherited from its Social Democratic (SPD) 
predecessors. 

Mr. Kohl intends deliberately to lose a vote of confidence m 
parliament on Friday to clear the way under the country’s complex 
constitution for early general elections on March 6. 

The chancellor said his alliance of Christian Democrats (CDU). 
the Christian Social Union (CSU) and Free Democrats (FDP) had 
laid the foundations for recovery from the most serious economic 
crisis in West German history. 

Responding to hecklers on the opposition benches, he cried: "The 
voters will recognise on March 6 who was responsible for this dis-

The chancellor, in a combative mood, said his government had set 
about fighting unemployment by taking measures to boost the pro- 
fitability of the economy. 

He acknowledged that the budget which parliament is to enact this 
week, and which was the occasion for Tuesday's debate, had caused 
distress and anger in some sectors of society. 

But he added: "Those who speak of a class struggle from above or 
a 'serviva!-of-the-fhtest' society are deliberately spreading fal- 
sehoods." 

Noting that federal borrowing would reach almost 41 billion marks 
($16.8 billion) next year. Me. Kohl said: “A net borrowing req- 
uirement of this level makes charges of ‘saving to death’ derisory." 

The chancellor said his visit to Washington last month had helped 
to restore friendly relations with the United States, which he said had 
been irritated under the Social Democrats. 

Urging an all-party agreement on foreign policy, Mr. Kohl said be 
was disturbed at signs that the SPD, since it had moved into opp- 
osition. was rapidly abandoning Mr. Schmidt's commitment to 
NATO nuclear disarmament goals. 

He said the SPD's latest proposal for U.S.-Soviet agreement on 
medium-range missiles, which would allow Moscow to keep some 
SS-20 missiles without any new U.S. missiles being deployed in 
Western Europe, was “a one-sided zero solution at the expense of 
the Western alliance." 


Warsaw disappoints world with its caution 


WARSAW (R) — Polish aut- 
horities have announced they will 
suspend martial law on Dec. 31 
and end internment but emp- 
hasised they will retain the most 
essential weapons to prevent opp- 
osition. 

They have also hinted at a tou- 
gher stance towards Lech Walesa, 
leader of the banned Solidarity 
trade union. 

The relaxation plans presented 
to the Sjcm (parliament) Monday 
on the first anniversary of martial 
law fell short of recommendations 
for national reconciliation made 
by Mr. Walesa and other groups 
and have already been criticised as 
inadequate by lay Catholic Sjem 
deputy ianusz Zablocki. 

Earlier this month Poland gave 
Western governments the imp- 
ression it would end martial law 


completely in December but gov- 
ernment spokesman Jerzy Urban 
told reporters who packed the 
Sjem there were still economic 
and other conditions standing in 
the way. 

The United States, which has 
spearheaded Western economic 
sanctions against Poland, has res- 
erved judgment on the plans while 
Common Market countries are 
waiting to see what they mean in 
practice before formulating their 
policies. 

Head of state Henryk Jablonski 
presented the plans to the Sejm in 
three draft bills, providing the 
legal machinery for the suspension 
and detailing interim restrictions 
for the period before the full lif- 
ting of martial law. 

A government spokesman said 
parliament would vote on the pro- 


posals first sketched out on Sun- 
day by Polish leader Wojciech 
Jaruzelski on Dec. 18. 

The main relaxations include an 
end to internment, under which 
300 Solidarity activists are still 
detained, an end to summary tri- 
als. the restoration of freedom of 
movement and assembly and a 
system of conditional clemency 
for those convicted under martial 
law. 

But people dismissed from their 
jobs for Solidarity activities will 
remain sacked. 

The right to strike, also revived 
Monday, is bound up in a web of 
bureaucracy, making strikes alm- 
ost impossible. Heavy penalties 
remain for “sowing discord" and 
printing or possessing subversive 
literature.

Shultz: ‘Peace in Middle East on the move’ 


EDITOR S NOTE: The following 
are excerpts on the Middle East 
from U.S. Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz ’ Dec. 11 interview in 
Amsterdam: 


Q: Talking about the Mideast.- 
would you describe the present 
situation as a deadlock as far as the 
American performance is con- 
cerned? 

Shutlz: No. I wouldn't describe it 
that way. It certainly has not 
moved as rapidly as we would like 
to see it and as I think most people 
would like to see it. But there is a 
lot of motion and activity on the 
Mideast peace process since the 
president's speech. 

We are looking forward to King 
Hussein's visit in Washington as 
an event of great importance and 
at the same time in Lebanon 
where we are having a hard time 
getting people talking about the 
withdrawal of foreign forces. We 
do have some additional thoughts. 


PhD Habib and Morris Draper 
met with the president and Ken 
Dam. the acting secretary, yes- 
terday (Friday), I think, in Was- 
hington at some length. They will 
be returning to the Middle East 
and perhaps we'll have some tho- 
ughts that can move the situation 
along. So there is not as much set- 
tled as we would like, but there is 
motion. We continue to work on 
it. 

These problems have been aro- 
und a whUe and we recognise that 
to get anywhere we have to be wil- 
ling to keep working at it and to 
have patience. To have a kind of 
patient impatience. 1 suppose, is 
the way to put it, if we’re going to 
succeed, and we do. 

Q: You didn't talk about the pos- 
ition of the PLO? 

Shutlz: No. 1 didn't. As far as the 
PLO is concerned, so far as I 
know, they still have in their con- 
stitution that they want to ext- 
inguish Israel. We are willing to 


talk with them if they will stand up 
and say they recognise the right of 
Israel to exist and that Resolutions 
242 and 338 are a basis for peace 
in the Middle EasL 
The- United States will talk to 
them under those circumstances. 
I'm not speaking for Israel. As far 
as the peace process is concerned, 
clearly for King Hussein to neg- 
otiate successfully there must be 
Palestinian representation in the 
negotiations. Thai is recognised in 
the Camp David accords and it is 
explicit in the Camp David acc- 
ords. So there will have to be some 
Palestinian representation found 
and it remains to be seen where 
that will come from. 


Q: You want the Jordanian king to 
enter the peace process. What can 
vou offer him in return?

The men left behind hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in stacks 
because, police said, they just did 
not have enough room in their van 
pack any more $10 and $50 bills. 

They also left a note scrawled 
on a mirror saying: “The robbers 
were here. Ha,ha.” 

The count of missing cash was 
continuing Monday night But pol- 
ice said after the tally passed $8 
million that the robbery at the 
Bronx depot of the Sentry Arm- 
oured Car Company was tbe lar- 
gest in U.S. history. 

Tbe country’s previous largest 


cash robbery was the 1978 theft of 
57 million from a Lufthansa air- 
lines hangar at John F. Kennedy 
airport. 

In Britain’s “great train rob- 
bery’’ of 1963, pound notes worth 
more than 56 million were taken. 

The largest cash robbery in his- 
tory, according to the Guinness 
Books of Records, took place in 
dfay 1945 when robbers stole 
$400 mDlion in negotiable sec- 
urities from the R&iciisbank in 
Berlin, along with some $20 mil- 
lion worth of gold bullion and 
coins. 

New York police said the rai- 
ders, who carried shotguns, broke 
in through the roof of the 
fortress-like headquarters of the 
sentry company in the Bronx. 
They quickly disarmed the lone 


guard on duty while be was wat- 
ching television. 

The police said the building’s 
elaborate alarm system had been 
tempered with. 

Tbe thieves broke into the com- 
pany’s money room, managing to 
force open a double-locked steel 
door with a crowbar. Security 
cameras which normally record all 
transactions inside the money 
room were turned aside by the 
raiders. 

Police said that at the weekend 
the sentry company bad collected 
about $24 million in cash from the 
business it serves, including a nea- 
rby racetrack. 

It was not immediately clear 
how much money was in the bui- 
lding when the robbery took 
place.

LISBON (R) — Portuguese Prime 
Minister Francisco Pinto Bai- 
semao leaves for the United States 
Tuesday to discuss key defence 
and economic issues, his position 
weakened by local election losses 
at borne. 

Tbe main issue for Mr. Bal- 
semao, wbo meets President Rea- 
gan on Wednesday, is the ren- 
egotiation of the U.S. lease on the 
Lajes air base in the strategic 
mid-Atlantic Azores Islands. 

The base, tbe lease for which 
runs out in February next year, is 
vital as a refuelling station bet- 
ween the U.S. and tbe Middle 


East, Europe and Africa and pla- 
yed a key role in the- 1973 Yom 
Kippur war. enabling the U.S. to 
airlift arms to Israel. 


When the agreement was last 
renewed in 1979, the U.S. ear- 
marked $60 mDlion in military aid 
for Portugal and $80 mDlion in 
economic aid for the Azores. 


But Portuguese negotiators, 
particularly those from the Azo- 
res, will be pressing' for a sig- 
nificant increase. The head of the 
Azores regional government wDI 
aoompany Mr. Balsemao as well 
as the ministers of foreign affairs.

His speech preceded a cabinet 
meeting later Monday on mea- 
sures to persuade the country’s 4.7 


mDlion workers — some 7.5 per 
cent of the population — to return 
home. 

“We are not demanding that 
they give up their cultural identity 
but we can expect foreigners, who 
want to live here some time.’ to 
respect and adhere to the basic 
rules of social life.” 

More than a third of the foreign 
population is made up of Turks 
and West Germany is pressing 
.Turkey for concessions on further 
immigration expected when entry 
restrictions are to be dropped in 
1986 under a European Com- 
munity association agreement. 

Mr. Zimmermann said int- 


egration was doomed to fuD if for- 
eign children were made to attend 
Islamic schools where they would 
be influenced against the country. 

Outbreaks of violence between 
politically opposed and extremist 
foreigners had created simllarobs- 
tacJes. he added. 

With unemployment over two 
million — 8.4 per cent of the wor- 
kforce - West Germany simply 
could not cope with more foreign 
workers, Mr. Zimmermann said. 


Many people were trying to use 
West Germany's political asylum 
laws as an “open sesame" for the 
country's social paradise.

Hundreds die in N. Yemen earthquake 


Shultz: Peace. Now listen, peace is 
the most important thing. Peace 
with some justice of course. As the 
United States works its problems 
around the world, we are trying, 
and I know you are trying to find 
those policies that treat people 
properly and with justice: but also 
will bring about peace. Peace is a 
very important ingredient eve- 
rywhere, and I would say par- 
ticularly against the background 
of the events of Lebanon and Bei- 
rut, which can explode anywhere. 
Some assurance of peace must be 
very valuable to everyone. 


SANAA (R) — Nearly 600 peo- 
ple, including at least 125 children 
at a local school, are known to 
have been kUled by an earthquake 
which flattened scores of villages 
in North Yemen, rescue officials 
said Tuesday. 

The officials, who said some dis- 
tricts of the republic hit by the 
quake Monday are still to be heard 
from, reported they knew of more 
than 500 people injured in the 
40-second tremor and that many 
worshippers attending prayers at a 
mosque were among tbe dead. 

President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
declared a state of emergency and 
mobilised troops for rescue ope- 
rations in the disaster area sou- 
theast of Sanaa, the capital. 

Residents of Sanaa felt the 
quake and took to tbe streets in 
terror, eyewitnesses said. 

The highest deathtoll appeared 
to be in the Anes district of Dha- 
mar province, 100 kilometres 


from the capital, where officials 
said 335 people were killed. 

But three other districts of the 
province were also hit and the ext- 
ent of the casualties and damage 
there was not immediately known, 
they said. 

Tuesday helicopters ferried the 
injured to hospitals and delivered 
relief supplies, including tents, for 
survivors of the quake, which reg- 
istered between three and four 
points on the Richter Scale. 

Groups of Palestinian gue- 
rrillas, given shelter in North 
Yemen following their evacuation 
from Beirut earlier this year, also 
joined the rescue work. 

The neighbouring republic of 
South Yemen sent a medical mis- 
sion and relief supplies were pro- 
mised by Qatar, Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia. 

A British embassy spokesman 
in Sanaa, telephoned by Reuters 
from Bahrain, said about 20 Eur- 


opean expatriates living in tbe 
quake-stricken area were safe. 

A British agricultural- dev- 
elopment project and Dutch hea- 
lth care centre in tbe area had esc- 
aped damage, the spokesman said, 
but phone lines to the area were 
down. 


North Yemen Foreign Minister 
Ali Lutfi AJ-Tbor briefed dip- 
lomatic missions about the dis- 
aster but the British spokesman 
said no specific request for aid was 
made. 


In Geneva, however, the league 
of Red Cross societies launched an 
international appeal for eme- 
rgency food and medical supplies, 
along with tents and blankets, for 
the survivors. 

The league said in a statement 
that it was sending an official to 
North Yemen to help tbe cou- 
ntry’s Red Crescent society, assess 
the amount of aid needed. 


Millions in EEC face bleak Christmas

BRUSSELS — This Christmas 
some 40 million people in the 
European Community will be 
hard pressed to raise the cash for a 
turkey, a goose or a warm fire. 

They are the people living 
below the poverty line, defined by 
the 10-nation Common Market as 
those in households which earn 
half or less than the average nat- 
ional wage. 

Rapid economic expansion and 
increasing affluence have enc- 
ouraged the view that post-war 
Europe has ali but eradicated 
poverty. 

But these millions of men, 
women and children have slipped 
though the safety net of the wel- 
fare state despite a massive exp- 
ansion of social services in the last 
few decades. 

“It’s a shocking figure," said 
social affairs commissioner Ivor 
Richard, who is in charge of the 
European Commission's poverty 
programme. 

“It may sound melodramatic, 
but people wjjl go hungry this win- 
ter,” adds Michciine GeropdaJe, a 
worker for a poverty action group 
in a Brussels shun area. 

A report drawn up by the com- 
mission after studies in each of the 
member states speaks bleakly of 
the “festering problem of poverty 
in Europe.” 

And, Mr. Richard says, the col- 
der economic climate and gov- 
ernment austerity programmes of 
the past few years are creating a 
new class of poor among the long-. 


term unemployed. 

There is no single cause, or eff- 
ect, of poverty. 

Apart from the obvious eco- 
nomic factors — too few jobs, low 
wages, and insecure or part-tirae 
employment — inner city decay, 
poor housing and education arid 
inadequate health care all play 
their part. 

Particular groups such as imm- 
igrants. one-parent families and 
large households are especially 
vulnerable. 

The commission’s report adds 
that the impact is often cum- 
ulative. “One disadvantage con- 
tributes to another. Poverty is a 
cause of ill-health and Dl-health a 
cause of poverty.” 


Gaps in the net 


Mr. Richard points out there 
have always been gaps in the wel- 
fare state’s safety net and the net 
itself has been set fairly low. 

Unemployment pay, sickness 
benefit and other welfare pay- 
ments may give people barely 
enough to house, feed and clothe 
themselves, assuming that the aid 
reaches the people most in need. 

Micheline Gerondale, who 
works in the decaying Marolles 
area in central Brussels, is more 
direct. 

“The people are lost in the cycle 
of deprivation... tbe benefits of 
.social assistance go to the clever,” 
Isbe says, adding that many really 
poor people simply-cannot cope 
with form-filling and other bur- 
'eaucratic hurdles to state payouts. 

The Marolles district, with a 
large immigrant contingent 
amoi^its 13,000 people and more 


than half the active population but 
of work, is. a microcosm of inner 
city decay throughout Europe. 

Poor housing, overcrowed sch- 
ools, large vacant aud derelict lots 
and, for most people, just enough 
money to survive, pDe deprivation 
upon deprivation. 

Groups like the Marolles action 
' committee manage to tackle many 
of the symptoms by guiding, the 
poorest through the bureaucracy 
and pressing the authorities for 
more cash. 

But Micheline Girondale says 
success is painfully slow. House 
renovation projects can often take 
10 years. 

And the central economic pro- 
blems are getting' worse as the 
need to curb budget deficits puts 
pressure on governments to cut 
social spending at a time when 
unemployment b soaring. 

Of the post-war -record of 1 1 
mDlion unemployed in the Com- 
munity, some 40 per cent have 
been out of a job for a year or 
more, officials say. 

In most states unemployment 
insurance operates on &• dow- 
nward sliding scale so that the job- 
less are pushed further into the 
poverty trap the longer they are 
out of work. 

And the further people slide 
down the poverty ladder the har- 
der it is for them to climb out, Mr. 
Richard says. 

Experts are predicting the 
community wDI move into its fou- 
rth year of recession in 1983 and 
treasuries are tighte ning their 
belts even further, so many more 
are likely to go down that ladder, 

the commissioner adds.
